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Two OF THE most important sub- 
jects before the American dental 
profession were disposed of incon- 
clusively by the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental As- 
sociation in the Cincinnati meet- 
ing in October. 

On the subject of administrative 
authority for the Army and Navy 
Dental Corps the House adopted a 
mild resolution that provided for 
the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to consider the subject. On 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell Bill 
with its widespread health implica- 
tions the House adopted one reso- 
lution that stated in effect, “The 
American Dental Association does 
not endorse the Wagner Bill in its 
present form.” Later in the same 
session, after the voting for presi- 
dent-elect was over and the dele- 
gates were freed from that worry 
and excitement, they reconsidered 
the action and adopted another 
resolution that put the House of 
Delegates in opposition to the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell Bill. This 
action to reconsider came late in 
the closing session after many of 


the delegates had left for home. It

THE STATEMENT HAS been made 
on many occasions that there is a 
broken-down dentist in every 
sanatorium in the country. I have 
no way of verifying it, but the fact 
that such an affirmation is repeat- 
ed frequently means that there is 
some truth to it, even if it suffers 
from exaggeration. My experi- 
ence in twenty-five years of prac- 
tice and my association with pa- 
tients and dentists convinces me 
that there are many of us who are 
working under the worst of physi- 
cal handicaps. Men in other occu- 
pations involving the expenditure 
of physical energy could not and 





would not continue to carry on 
with the physical defects and dis- 
eases from which many of my col- 
leagues are suffering. A factory 
worker in the same physical con- 
dition would be sent by his fore. 
man to the company physician's 
office. 

Dentists usually tend to com- 
pare themselves with physicians in 
all details. No doubt there is a 
common basis for comparison s0 
far as our service to the public, 
the physical welfare of the nation, 
and office practice, are concerned, 
but do not forget for a moment 
that if a physician should lose 
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Practic 


both hands and legs in an acci- 
dent, his experience, diagnostic 
ability, and advice for the physi- 
cal and mental betterment of his 
patients, have a great deal of value 
and he may still be able to provide 
for his family financially. Should 
a dentist injure a finger or an eye, 
he is handicapped immediately 
and his income stops. He cannot 
set that inlay, do that prophylaxis, 
or perform a simple adjustment 
for the denture he has just com- 
pleted. His advice is worth noth- 
ing from a monetary point of view. 
Even his health and accident in- 
surance may not protect him ade- 
quately because he was not con- 
fined to bed and, if he lost only a 
day or two from the office, he may 
not want to bother to report it. 

I am trying to emphasize the 
fact that a dentist depends largely 
on his physical welfare, perhaps 
more than on his knowledge and 
ability. Physically fit and not so 
smart professionally he can do 
better than his colleague who is a 
mental wizard but a physical risk, 
with his veins varicosed, a sacro- 
iliac joint that tortures him unless 
it is strapped up tightly with a 
belt, eyes that do not focus so well 
any more, and a heart that is slow- 
ly beating out taps. 


Stress of Present 


Especially now the lesson should 
be brought home when dentists are 
putting in so much extra time, 





al suggestions for easing physical strain under which 
dentists practice. 
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not because they want to and not 
to make extra money, but because 
the public compels them to. Besides, 
it is much easier and means less 
wear and tear on a man’s nervous 
system to let patients pile in on him 
than to give them a long and tire- 
some spiel about really not being 
able to take on any more patients 
or being able to stand up on his 
feet for so many hours. 

What is the remedy? There is 
only one solution for this problem 
if a man wishes to keep himself 
up to par—double up with a good 
and congenial fellow dentist and 
get away from the office for short 
periods every now and then and 
for at least a month twice a year. 
Do not hesitate to tell your pa- 
tients that you are doing it for 
their benefit as well as your own, 
because if you keep yourself in 
fine condition by getting away 
for vacations or to attend a dental 
convention, your efficiency as a 
dentist is bound to improve and 
they will get the benefit of it.

MORE EQUIPMENT FOR CIVILIAN DENTISTS 


ONE OF THE most potent restrictive orders affecting the manufactur 
of dental equipment has been amended by the War Production Board. 
Under the amended order restrictions on the manufacture of dental 
engines, bracket tables, lights, lathes, cuspidors, and operating tools, ar 
removed. Manufacturers are permitted to ship to civilians 88 per cenl 
of the pre-war base-period civilian chair and unit shipments (base | 
period is manufacturer’s average annual shipments for 1938, 39, 40) 
in the 12-month period beginning October 1, 1943, and in each similar 
12-month period thereafter; each quarter’s shipments (beginning Octo | 
ber 1) may not exceed 30 per cent of the 12-month quota. For example} 
a manufacturer whose base period shipments of dental chairs amounted} 
to 1000 chairs would have a quota of 880 chairs and he would not bey 
permitted to ship more than 264 chairs during any calendar quarter. lb” 
announcing the amended order, the WPB said that it may “at its de 
cretion” issue special directions to any manufacturer with respect ~ 
production or shipment of dental units or dental chairs. :

Should Not Become A Law 


By A NAVAL DENTAL OFFICER 


IF THE WAGNER Bill becomes a 
law the civilian dental practition- 
ers will be dominated by the phy- 
sicians as is the case at present in 
the military service. I know where- 
of I speak because I am presently 
a naval dental officer. Whenever 
the government takes over the con- 
trol of all practice of medicine and 
dentistry as it does in the Army 
and Navy the organization of the 
Surgeon General’s Office subor- 
dinates the dentist. If we had wide- 
spread federalized health service 
under the Surgeon General of the 
Public Health Service, dentists 
could expect the same kind of 
treatment that they now receive in 
the armed forces; namely subor- 
dination. 

Let me quote from a circular re- 
garding the Wagner Bill that has 
been distributed to all members of 
the medical profession and to 
many dentists: “Free men, with 
fearless minds, progressively pro- 
vided a higher and higher quality 
of medical care.” None of us would 
contend that such a statement is 
untrue, but does medicine have a 


monopoly on such a creed, or ars 
they willing to allow this sang 
creed to apply to dentistry? The 
best way to answer a question like 
this, is to give you some facts tha 
we, in the armed services, have 
learned from our relationship to 
the Medical Corps. 

In the Navy, all patients put i 
sick bay or hospital ward, cone 
under the ward medical officer, the 
dental officer can only recommend 
a treatment. The record must he 
signed by the medical officer, as 
well as all requisitions for drugs 
and supplies. All dental equipment 


is also under the direct control of § 


the medical officer. 

All official letters, leave papers, 
or desired changes in the adminis. 
trative end of the dental depart. 
ment, must pass through the med. 
ical department for endorsement. 

Dental diagnoses have been 
made without consultation with 
the dental officer. This may recall 
to some of you that during the de 
pression, when our governmenl 
was providing a certain amount 0 
dental relief to indigent patients. 
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+ was necessary to obtain from the 
physician a written statement that, 
because of the patient’s health, full 
mouth extractions were necessary. 


Fear Reprisals 

From a sense of fear of the con- 
sequences, those men who have 
been, and are, serving in the regu- 
lar Dental Corps, are helpless. 
This fear and lack of progressive- 
ness within their own Corps can be 
attributed directly to the fact that 
the medical officer can, if he 
wishes, reward a dental officer with 
what they call in the Service, a 
poor fitness report. It is through a 
favorable or unfavorable fitness 
report that a man is either select- 
ed or passed over for promotion. 
What could be a better way of 
stifling these men in their am- 
bitious efforts to better their own 
department ? 
We have been accused of lazi- 
ness by some of our medical ofh- 
cers. Does this have a familiar 
ring to you men on the outside? As 
for the armed services, I say, let 
the record speak for itself. I feel 
that most of this type of criticism 
comes from a physician, comfort- 
ably seated in a chair, his counte- 
nance radiating that self-sufficiency 
with which I am sure so many of 
you have been confronted. 
Those dentists who have been 
called upon to share the responsi- 
bilities of the Medical Corps, dur- 
ing and after a tragedy, have done 
so with intelligence and alacrity.

Later they have received, not only 
from their commanding officers 
but from the medical officers with 
whom they worked side by side. 
commendation for the part they 
played. I can assure you that I 
have experienced one of these sit- 
uations, and nothing could have 
made me prouder of those men of 
my profession, who so competently 
carried on when needed. 

True, not all of the men in the 
medical profession are of the 
opinion that dentistry should be 
placed under the jurisdiction of 
medicine. It has been my experi- 
ence that those men in medicine, 
who are solely interested in the 
welfare of their patients, feel that 
the job they have to do is sufficient- 
ly large to take all their time, with- 
out their entering the field of den- 
tistry. But those in the medical 
profession who fan the flame of 
their ego with the desire to com- 
mand will not be willing to grant 
the Dental Corps autonomy. 

Drawing on my experience in 
the Navy, I have tried in this ar- 
ticle to give you a few ideas as to 
what all of us will be up against if 
this Wagner Bill should be passed. 
Do not assume the attitude that 
such domination of dentistry is 
impossible in this country. I re- 
peat that we, in the Service, have 
already experienced it. The prob- 
lem and its solution lies in your 
hands. If enough of you become 
interested, I am sure we can still 
be masters of our own profession. 


















Distribution of Dentists: 


A program to utilize and distribute 


dentists efficiently on the home front > 


during the war was presented in Cincin- 
nati by Commander M. E. Lapham, ex- 
ecutive officer of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service of the War Man- 
power Commission. Speaking before the 
American Dental Association’s War 
Service Committee, he outlined the fol- 
lowing four-point program: 

1. All students of dentistry (just 
graduated) not under the jurisdiction of 
the Army and Navy should be persuaded 
and requested to provide their services 
in areas where acute shortages of den- 
tal care exist. This requires personal 
contact with these graduates by other 
dentists who can persuade them to set- 
tle in communities where they are need- 
ed. This is a logical joint duty of the 
Procurement and Assignment Service 
and the dental organizations through the 
War Participation Committees. 

2. Dentists separated from the armed 
forces should be urged to serve where 
they are needed. 

3. Dentists who are disqualified phys- 
ically for commissions, but who are 
unessential and subject to induction by 
Selective Service, are requested to re- 
locate to areas where they are needed. 

4. The areas of need herein referred 
to are those which have suffered loss of 
dental service by death or incapacita- 
tion and those areas which have sprung 
up or expanded enormously as a result 
of war industries. Dental and civic lead- 
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ers in these areas should be charged 
with aiding the incoming dentist to th 
extent of helping him find a suitah, 
home and office space. Dental societie 
can do much to take care of denty 
needs by offering assistance to new dep. 
tists coming into these areas—and no, 
as has happened in a few instances 
actually putting impediments in the wa 
of newcomers to communities,

For the 
first five months of 1943 the records 
show that the average occurrence both 
in the continental United States and 
overseas has been approximately 0.

WHAT GrRouP, what profession, has 
made such progress as our own?

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‘f js admittedly high in comparison 
to other professional groups. “An 
average dentist myself,” says the 
quthor, Doctor Chivian. He is 
much too modest, because if he is 
talking to a patient, he is “the 
best in town,” or that patient 
“* TF wouldn’t be in his care. 

According to the article, exam- 
ining dentists for Selective Service 
boards say, “This ratio of more 
bad dentistry than good may be 
found daily at any hospital or uni- 
versity clinic.” Do they say this, 
Doctor Chivian? 

It is true that we do see “poor” 
dentistry almost every day. But, 
are we who judge it, beyond all 
criticism ourselves? Perhaps State 
Board members are also the vic- 
tims of the error all flesh is heir 
to. Are they so high and holy that 
they can pass unequivocally on the 
treatments that happen to be given 
the day they come to the dentist’s 
ofice? Do you always know under 
what extenuating circumstances 
the inferior restorations of some 
of your patients were made? 

| Just what is a practical demon- 
} stration of one’s ability? If basic 
# sciences are impractical, why have 
them in the dental curriculum? 
| But let me suggest that this basic 
background, plus conventions, 
clinics, and study clubs, has made 
possible our progress from artisan 
to surgeon. 

No, we shall not examine the ex- 
amining board every five years; 
neither shall we be examined by 
them, either in our practice or our 
theory—at least that is my belief. 
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Certainly all of us need to ex- 
amine ourselves introspectively 
with respect to our own laxity in 
many matters. But of all times, 
now, when our services are so 
greatly in demand, revocation of 
many licenses, almost certain to 
follow enactment of this proposed 
plan, would be a gross error. 


Alternative Proposal 


The following suggestions may 
not be a cure-all but perhaps they 
will help: 

1. First voluntarily as an experi- 
ment, but later with a view to es- 
tablishing a compulsory system, 
have systematic periodic oral ex- 
aminations for all adults and 
children. Every day millions of 
teeth are lost which might have 
been saved a few months earlier 
This means untold financial loss 
and impairment of human efh- 
ciency and happiness. 

2. Have postgraduate or study 
club courses for all practitioners 
each year, sponsored by dental so- 
cieties, State Board members, and 
Boards of Health. Rotate the in- 
structors from our own, or other 
states, in different years. Have dif- 
ferent branches or specialties of 
dentistry covered, so each practi- 
tioner can get instruction in vari- 
ous theoretical and __ practical 
branches. Include serious attend- 
ance during the courses, as a requi- 
site for practice, er as a relief from 
payment of necessarily higher li- 
cense fees.

Bridgeport (Connecticut) Post: Be- 
cause he is in his sixties, Doctor Wil- 
liam C. Ralston, of 73 River Street, 
Milford, regrets that he cannot be ad- 
mitted to active service in the armed 
forces. He is, however, taking time out 
from his busy practice to give free den- 
tal service to any member of the armed 
services requiring it. Through the local 
newspapers Doctor Ralston advises men 
and women in the various branches of 
the Service that he is available for 
emergency and reparative service. He 
prefers that they make appointments 
while on leave or furlough, but if they 
can’t they are welcome anyhow and will 
receive his full attention whenever they 
come. Doctor Ralston is also active in 
the promotion of the blood bank, which 
he believes Milford citizens should 
support with special enthusiasm because 
there are 2100 Milford boys in the 
Service. 


New York (New York) Times: 
Growing agitation for relaxing the dim- 
out regulations on Broadway impelled 
Doctor J. Rice Gibbs, a dentist, who 
has long been interested in traffic 
problems, to write to Major General 
Thomas A. Terry, head of the Second 
Service Command. In the answer re- 
ceived by Doctor Gibbs, General Terry 
pointed out that the masking of traffic 
lights lies within the jurisdiction of lo- 
cal civilian authorities and not the 
Army. At the same time that this letter 
was made public a proposal for the im- 
mediate removal of dimout shields on 
trafic lights was made by the Broadway 
Association, as a safeguard for the great 
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numbers of pedestrians who are on 
Broadway at night. Mayor Fiorello H. 
La Guardia, who has called the dimout 
restrictions “excessive and exagger- 
ated,” has conferred with Army and 
Navy officials to bring about improve- 
ments in the dimout regulations. 


Minneapolis (Minnesota) Tribune: 
Japanese guns were within easy range, 
sharks were hanging around, and there 
were clams ready to clamp vise-like 
grips on unguarded toes—so Captain 
William Branstead, a dentist of Saint

CONFUSION IN THE HOUSE 


Lonc Hours of hard work and serious study are contributed by the mem. 
bers of committees of the American Dental Association. With fey ey. 
ceptions the committee members are outstanding and able members of 
the profession. They receive no rewards for their labors except to know 
that-they have tried to make a contribution to the profession to which We 
are all heavily indebted. There are politicians in the American Dental 
Association but they function more in the House of Delegates than iy 
the committee deliberations. It is disquieting to hear the jargon of the 
ward heeler used in the convention of a professional organization, Sep. 
sibilities need not be too highly developed to recall some such expres. 
sions as these: “So-and-so will deliver the votes of Blank State Deless. 
tion to X for President-elect,” or “Doctor Q has made a deal with Doe 
tor Z to oppose a certain resolution or report.” Although this kind of 
talk is heard at American Dental Association conventions, it usually 
concerns matters before the House of Delegates and not the business be. 
fore committees 

Only a small percentage of the House of Delegates is made up of prac. 
tical, scheming politicians. Most members are conscientious, honest, and 
sincere fellows who would like to do whatever is best for the profession, 
Their idea of best, however, often is influenced by political manipul: 
tors in whose hands they are innocent pawns. The lack of knowledge 
among members of the House on matters under consideration is th 
weakness—dishonesty is a rarity among them. 

Politics may influence the selection of committee members but once 
deliberations are begun the committee usually proceeds with purposeful. 
ness and intelligence. The members may meet two or three times a year. 
They are given specific and rigorous assignments. The report that is 
written is usually well considered and carefully prepared. Then iti: 
thrown into the hopper: the House of Delegates. The report is tumel 
over to a reference committee that may or may not know a thing abou 
the subject. This reference committee works feverishly and against time 
and attempts to evaluate in a few hours a subject that the standing com- 
mittee has had under consideration for a year or more. The reference 
committee prepares a report that sometimes is and often is not in har 
mony with the policy or recommendations of the standing committer 
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The House of Delegates, therefore, often is given a choice tu make: either 
o accept the recommendations of the standing committee that is sup- 
posed to know the subject under consideration or to accept the report of 
the reference committee that has studied the subject for a short time and 
often superficially. 

Here is an exact example of how this thing works: At Cincinnati the 
Chairmen of the Committee on Legislation, Committee on Economics.

ind the Council on Dental Health, prepared a careful statement on the 
Wagner Health Bill. This wise joint report said that the AMERICAN DEN. 
tL ASSOCIATION COULD NOT ENDORSE THE WAGNER BILL IN ITS PRESENT 
corm. The Reference Committee on Public Health, according to the Mid- 
Yonthly Issue: Journal of the American Dental Association’, “recom- 
mended adoption of the joint report. . .. The House of Delegates on Wed- 
aesday afternoon adopted the joint statement without debate but lates 
voted to reconsider its action.” 

The sequence of events, therefore, is this: Three duly authorized and 
important committees of the Association, after long and careful consid- 
eration, prepared a report on the Wagner Bill. The appropriate Refer- 
ence Committee recommended the adoption of this joint report. The 


| House of Delegates adopted this joint report without dissent, then later 


in the same session voted to reconsider its action. According to the mid- 
nonthly Journal!: “Considerable debate followed before the House gave 


_ its approval to a new resolution after discarding the joint statement.” 


The new resolution places the Association in opposition to the Wagner 
Bill. This resolution repudiates the joint statement of the Committee on 
Economics, the Committee on Legislation, the Council on Dental Health. 
ind the Reference Committee, all of which recommended that the Asso- 
ciation could not endorse the Wagner Bill in its present form. The word 
“opposition” presumably means active, vigorous objection to the Wag- 
ner Bill which in its present form carries no dental provisions. 

The House of Delegates was not explicit in instructing the Legislative 
Committee what form the opposition should take. In effect the American 


Dental Association is placed in the position of saying: “We dislike the 


Wagner Bill. We will oppose it even if it carries no dental provisions.” 

By making an out-and-out “we must oppose” statement, the American 
Dental Association is placed in the same position as the American Medi- 
cal Association—a position which is not a model for perfect public rela-

THE AIRCRAFT carrier Hornet lived 
a short life and a brave one. I 
served aboard her as a dental 
officer from the time before she 
was placed in commission, while 
she was still in the builder’s yards, 
until shortly before her last fight. 
[ was aboard during those thrill- 
ing hours when she carried the 
Army planes of General Doolittle’s 
fliers before they bombed Tokyo. 

Early in 1942 the Hornet start- 
ed on her first mission. We made 
a hurried trip from the East Coast 
through the Panama Canal and 
reached a West Coast port, and 
here my story begins. All our 
planes were taken from the flight 
deck and stored below. Army 
B-25 bombers were loaded on 
board and secured in position on 
the flight deck. The ship was 
crowded with all the Army plane 
crews, but no one knew where we 
were going. About the second day 
out of port there was an announce- 
ment over the loud speakers that 
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stopped everyone in his tracks 
“The Hornet will proceed to: 
point within a specified number ¢i 
miles of the Japanese coast ani 
launch Army planes for a mil 
on Japanese home bases.” 
This was to be our ferrying mis 
sion. To say the least everyone wa 
stunned. There was little doubt 
as to what we were in for. Spe 
ulation was rife about who al 
how many people knew about ou 
mission before we started. (ur 
great worry was that Japs hai 
wind of this expedition. Tha 
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Exciting moments in life on the aircraft carrier Hornet de- | | 
scribed by dental officer who served during important 
Pacific battles. 
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night, I will admit, sleep was im- 
possible. 

It was a long voyage to our 
destination, but gradually we ac- 
customed ourselves to the fact 
that we were to accomplish a cer- 
tain task and the tension let down 
for a while. 

Again the tension returned. All 
morning of the seventeenth of 
April, 1942, the Army planes were 
being serviced and bombs loaded 
aboard. Everyone was running 
around writing messages in chalk 
on the bombs destined to fall on 
the Japanese. We were going 
through extremely heavy seas and 
it was with great difficulty that 
we moved about the ship at all. 
For the first time it was impos- 
sible to do any dentistry except 

emergency service. About two 
o'clock in the afternoon, word 
came over the loudspeaker for all 
hands not actually on watch to 
turn in to their bunks and rest. 
because tomorrow was going to 
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be a strenuous day for everyboay. 

After working hard trying to 
get some rest, while the ship pitch- 
ed and rolled, I found it was time 
for dinner. I felt hungry, but 
when food was before me, my ap- 
petite disappeared. Most of us 
were thinking about the Army 
pilots at the next table and what 
fate was in store for them. Theirs 
was the hazardous mission, while 
we had a good chance of getting 
away unless something had leak- 
ed out. 

Another sleepless night and, 
about 3:15 in the morning, gen- 
eral quarters sounded. Believe me 
there were no stragglers. Every 
man was at his battle station in 
record time. We managed to ob- 
tain some coffee about 4 o'clock 
and it really hit the spot. It was 
still very rough, and rain squalls 
were frequent. The wind was blow- 
ing hard and cold and the flight 
deck crew must have been pretty 
miserable. Down below in my bat- 
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tle station the air became stuffy 
after awhile, and we would have 
welcomed topside duty. 

There was not much conversa- 
tion at our battle station. Know- 
ing that we were in the danger 
areas where Japanese patrol ships 
might pick us up any moment, 
made all of us pretty uncomfort- 
able. The two medical officers 
were trying to pass the time by 
playing acey-ducey, but their 
counting was so inaccurate they 
finally abandoned the game. | 
made an attempt at reading, but 
after reading the same page five 
or six times gave it up as a bad 
job. There was nothing to do but 
wait. Meanwhile the motion of the 
ship was steadily growing worse. 
We were putting on all possible 
speed, because each mile we gain- 
ed meant so much to the Army 
fliers. They had just so much gaso- 
line and had a Iong hard flight 
ahead of them. 


Suspense Grows 


The suspense of waiting tu see 
what daylight would bring in- 
creased every minute, so we de- 
cided to calli one of the topside sta- 
tions. They answered that it was 
still pitch dark and raining heavily. 
That answer was not very encour- 
aging, so we settled back to wait 
some more. This waiting period 
was interrupted shortly after it be- 
gan by a violent lurch of the ship 
and we careened over hard to port. 
We knew we were changing course, 
so something must be happening. 
We didn’t have to wait long for 
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. December iy, 
the answer. The |p 
blasted out “Three Jap ae 
sighted — cruisers going te 
them.” Almost immediately ahop 
the throbbing of the propeller, 
and noises of vibration, we heard 
the distant sound of heavy gunfire ; 
[t didn’t last long. A few rounds 
from the cruiser’s heavy guns and 
the Japs were on their way doy, 
Did they have time to use thy 
radio and warn Tokyo of ou aD 
proach? That was our vital oo, 
cern, and we did not have the a. 
swer. What to do now, was them, 
jor problem for the Admiral g 
Task Force Sixteen. If the Jap 
patrols had reported our cour 
and position, and we attempted t 
carry out the original plan ¢ 


launching the bombers we ce. & 


tainly would be intercepted.

tion broke the tension of waiting 
and now we could discuss and tn 


to guess what we were’to do, h : 


the meantime the ship had tured 
an easy turn this time, and we 
were headed back on our original 
westward course. About eigh! 
o'clock, the word came to prepare 
to launch planes. The ship tumed 


into the wind and everything was 
; 


set for the takeoff. The planes were 
heavily loaded. their runway wat 
short, the carrier was taking green 
water over the flight deck at m 
tervals. Would they make it! 
When word came that the fis 
plane was ready to start, my hear 
stopped momentarily. The pilothad 
received the “go” signal and wa 
off down the tossing flight deck 
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We could hear the roar of the mo- 
tors, but of course could see noth- 
ing. A blow by blow description 
' of the takeoffs came over the 
| loud-speaker, and when we heard 
the announcement, “He’s off,” 
there was a general sigh of relief, 
and we could relax a little. The 
rest of the planes followed in quick 
succession, and that part of our 
mission was accomplished. A 
quick turn and we headed East at 
full speed. 

Everyone was relieved that we 
were now steaming in the opposite 
direction, but we would be in the 
danger zone all day, so there was 
till plenty to worry about. About 
\1 o’clock the galley force distrib- 
uted cold meat sandwiches and 
coffee to all battle stations. We 
hadn’t realized how hungry we ac- 
tually were and I assure you no 
food was left after that meal. 


Report From Tokyo 


At noon the ship’s radio picked 
up a broadcast from Japan, “Ene- 
my planes are bombing Tokyo.” 
A hearty cheer went up from all 
hands. We knew the Army fliers 
had done their job. 

During the afternoon our pa- 
trol planes spotted Jap planes. 
They were searching for us. but 
fortunately did not make contact. 
Time was passing slowly; it seem- 
ed that the protecting cover of 
darkness would never come. Once 
we gained that cover, the coming 
day would find us out of the dan- 
ger zone, and we would be able to 
go about our routine duties again. 
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Shortly before sunset the word 
was passed, “Two Jap patrol ships 
sighted.” Our cruisers and bomb- 
ers made short work of them, how: 
ever, and we continued on our 
way. About six.o’clock that night, 
[ made fast tracks to my bunk and 
had no trouble sleeping. The next 
morning at general quarters the 
two medical officers were at their 
routine cribbage game and it 
seemed to be going fine, so I took 
it we were reasonably safe once 
more. Days later we made port 
without further incident and had 
some days of rest. Then. we were 
on our way again. 


The Battle of Midway 


A few days out of port and 
the announcement came “Patrol 
planes off Midway Island have 
contacted a large fleet of Japanese 
ships. We are proceeding on 
course to intercept them.” This 
was it once again. What were we 
up against? We had no idea. Full 
steam ahead and hope to get in 
the first telling blows. 

This was our second mission, 
though, and we were becoming 
more used to the nature of things. 
so I don’t think the tension was 
quite as great as on the first cruise. 

The morning of June 4, 1942. 
was bright and clear. We had been 
to early morning routine general 
quarters, had eaten breakfast, and 
were carrying on operations in 
the dental office. Shortly after 
eight, the general alarm sounded. 
and with it the word “all hands 
man vour hattle stations.” We had 
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finally steamed within range of the 
enemy forces. Our planes were 
launched, and proceeded on a 
course to attack the enemy fleet. 

At the first day’s end we were 
reasonably certain that four enemy 
carriers had been accounted for, 
and the invasion fleet was on the 
run. It had been a long day and 
all hands were exhausted. Sleep 
came easily and quickly that night. 

The next day we were giving 
chase to the remainder of the Jap 
ships, and our planes were mak- 
ing shuttle runs back and forth, 
dropping bombs on first one ship 
and then another. The Japs lost 
a lot of ships that day. 

The third day of the battle of 
Midway, we were still after them 
to make it a complete rout, and 
we were successful. That evening 
we changed our course and head- 
ed for home. The morning of the 
fourth day, we gathered at break- 
fast in the wardroom for the first 
time since the battle started. De- 
spite our complete victory we were 
not cheerful. The faces of many of 
our good shipmates were missing. 


Guadalcanal Patrol 


Into a Navy Yard again for 
overhaul—and then we were or- 
dered to the defense of Guadal- 
canal. 

We arrived at our rendezvous 
with only a few minor incidents 
to disturb us, and proceeded to 
carry on patrol duty. Our duty was 
to protect the communication lines 
to Guadalcanal. At first it was very 
monotonous. but it later became 
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quite lively. Our patrol course a 
came infested with Jap "a 
ines, and the word, “Torpedo ‘ 
the port or starboard bow,” he. 
came very familiar, We were gti 
the “lucky Hornet” and the shi 
gained a name for dodging thes 
torpedos. To say the least, ye 
were uncomfortable. The dentj 
office was down pretty low, and 
any minute [| expected a torpedo 
to take the place of a patient jp 
the chair. Gradually we accuston. 
ed ourselves to work under thes 
conditions of constant stress and 
I can say with pride that we cap. 
ried on under fire. There were tg 
dental officers serving 2500 me.

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An inquisitive dentist looks at 
the record and reports. 


AT THE BEGINNING of Selective 
Service, approximately 20 per cent 
of the selectees were rejected be- 
cause of faulty dentition. Imme- 
diately following the outbreak of 
war, December 7, 1941, many den- 
tists and physicians made applica- 
tions for commissions in the Army 
and Navy. About the same number 
of these protectors of the Nation’s 
health were rejected for service 
for the same reason as were the 
selectees; namely, faulty dentition. 
At the age of 38, sorry as I am to 
admit it, I was in the latter group. 

During my sixteen years of den- 
tal practice, I have heard count- 
less essayists, lecturers, clinicians, 
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even osteopaths and chiropractors, 
preach, cajole, and demand in 
forceful terms that we educate an 
ignorant public along the lines of 
the important role dental health 
plays in creating general health 
and maintaining it. Now, I have 
seen the chaotic result of these 
admonitions manifested not only 
in their failure so far as the gen- 
eral public is concerned, but also 
the manner in which the profes- 
sions themselves have failed to 
heed their own teachings. This is 
now a matter of public record. 

All of which boils down to the 
brutally blunt question: “What 
do we have to offer that’s so ter- 
ribly important, after all?” 

At the age of 38, I have den- 
tures. Like the stars, they come out 
at night. There’s little use for you 
prosthodontists to tell me to keep 
them in my mouth twenty-four 
hours daily. You told me, didn't 
you, that I, as well as my patients. 
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should report every three to six 
months for examination and pos- 
sible treatment? I didn’t do it. Do 
you? 

Recently, I stopped to chat with 
a dentist’s mother. She’s a grand 
woman and a good friend. We like 
cats and dogs and kids and have 
a coke, occasionally, and talk 
about this and that and every- 
thing that has to do with anything 
except dentistry. Her son is my 
competitor. 

“Have you seen Doc, recently?” 
she asked. 

“Come to think of it, I haven’t. 
Where’s he been keeping him- 
self?” 

“Oh, he’s around,” she answer- 
ed, “‘but he has an abscessed tooth 
he’s been intending to have pulled 
for years. Swelled up on him last 
week, and he’s been as cross as a 
freshly-poked bumble bee’s nest 
ever since. I wish to heaven you'd 
drag him in your office and pull it. 
{ can’t understand what he’s think- 
ing about.” 

“Neither can I.” This man is 
working hard in a town undersup- 
plied with dentists and overpopu- 
lated with soldiers and war work- 
ers. He’s a good dentist, gives sat- 
isfactory service, and arranges his 
practice like the successful busi- 
mess man which he has proved 
himself to be. He enjoys the re- 
spect of the community in which 
he practices, belongs to its fra- 
ternal orders, contributes to its 
churches and conducts himself as 
a gentleman. Yet, in his mouth, he 
carries an ahscessed tooth. a po-

tential menace to his health and 
his family’s happiness, the etiolo 
of which was once a small, ee 
lected cavity. 


Paying for Dentistry 


. There must be reasons why den 
tists, like the public, neglect thei; 
teeth. One, I think, is the economic 
angle. Dentists don’t like to charge 
other dentists for treatments, anj 
other dentists don’t like to pay 
dentists for treatments, Just stop 
now and look over the stubs 9 
your checkbooks for the last five 
years and send me the amount you 
have paid for dental service in tha 
time. After you’ve done that, look 
over the ledger, and tell me als 
how much dentists have paid you 
for dental treatments during the 
last five years. I'll wager ten t 
two in the winter books that in 
most cases the accounts balance, 
like this: “$0.00.” 

I once knew of a dentist wh 
charged another dentist fifteen 
dollars for a broken appointment 
(and collected it, too) because the 
dentist-patient could neither keep 
nor break his appointment by rea 
son of flood waters. 

Both these men are successful 
financially and __ professionally. 
Hardhearted as it may sound, | 
don’t think either was wrong in 
what he did. However, I would no! 
have the nerve to levy such a fee. 
nor would I have the money to 
pay it if the situation were re 
versed and the charge made 
against me. 

Seriously. fellows. just wha 
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have we to offer’ Are our teeth as 
valuable to us as our patients’ are 
to them? If such be the case, then 
there is no reason why every one 
of us shouldn’t consult the dentist 
of his choice, periodically, and pay 
the man his regular fee, promptly 
and cheerfully. 


Reasons for Neglect 


In the order named, the follow- 
ing, I believe, are the principal 
reasons why dentists neglect their 
teeth: But, hold on a minute. What 
right have I to “believe” what their 
reasons are? I'll ask a hundred 
members of the dental profession 
picked at random what their rea- 
sons are for carelessness after I 
tell them that I’m assuming they 
have formed the regular habit of 
dental neglect. Their answers fol- 
low: 

1. Completely edentulous. Wear- 
ing full upper and lower dentures. 
“I’m too damn busy!” 

2. Several teeth missing—wear- 
ing partials. “Well, Seth, I don’t 
know—just too dilatory, I guess. 
Yesterday, I just raised hell with 
a patient of mine because she 
wouldn’t consult me oftener. I 
told her she’d heard Amos and 
Andy long enough as well as hear- 
ing me preach to her and that she 
should have known better than to 
have neglected her teeth. 








“I never go to have my teeth 
cleaned. ‘Fraid I’ll be hurt.’ I get a 
pain in a tooth and when the as- 
pirins won’t relieve it any more, I 
come down and have you pull it. 
“Since you’ve asked me this 
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question, I’m embarrassed. I’d 
better call that patient and apolo- 
gize.”” 

3. Several teeth missing; several 
more that should be; wearing par- 
tials. “Scared of dentists.” 

4. Completely edentulous. Wear- 
ing full upper and lower den- 
tures. “You're wrong, boy, |! 
always keep my teeth up. ] 
went to the dentist regularly and 
did what I could for them myself. 
Never had pyorrhea. The teeth in 
my family were nothing extra. ] 
had mine filled as long as I could, 
but I chewed tobacco and had 
them pretty well worn down. Thev 
finally just wore out.” 

5. Several teeth missing, no par- 
tials. just killing time waiting to 
have ‘em all pulled. “I’m just like 
a barefooted shoemaker or a bar- 
ber who needs a shave. It’s natural 
for a dentist to neglect his own 
teeth.”

Sorry, folks, a state between 
complete exhaustion and dementia 
praecox, paranoid type, developed 
immediately after interviewing the 
first five of the proposed one hun- 
dred dentists on the subject of den- 
tal neglect by the dentist himself.

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Herpes Facialis 

Q.—May I have your advice on this 
problem of mine? The dental literature 
in my office does not seem to have any 
information on it. 

About five weeks ago, a hydrocolloid 
mpression was taken, in a water-cooled 
ray, of the upper edentulous jaw of one 
ff my patients, a woman, 56. It was 
uecessary to use a large tray for this 
impression, and in order to take the 
proper impression, this patient’s lips 
were stretched slightly. 

A week after this visit, the patient re- 
turned for a consultation regarding her 
case, complaining at the same time that, 
because of the impression tray, a slight 
wre had developed in the fissure be- 
tween her lips on the left side. I ap- 
plied an ointment to the sore and told 
her to use boric acid ointment, when at 
home. It was a common complaint, and 
[ was certain that the lesion would dis- 
appear shortly. 

She did not care to resume the den- 
ture construction because of the fee, 
and I did not hear from her until about 
two weeks ago when she telephoned. 
She complained that an eczema had 
developed on the left side of the face as 
a result of the impression which I had 
taken weeks before. Her physician had 
been treating her with various oint- 
ments including silver nitrate, and now 
this ailment had spread to her upper 
left eyelid. The patient was in a dilem- 
ma, as the skin disorder was becoming 
worse. 
I, personally, have never heard of a 
skin manifestation, such as an eczema, 
oo from such a cause.—H. G., New 
ork.

sittings, 1 have never known of 
eczema being attributed to dental 
service. 

Eczema is of an allergic nature. 
You might, therefore, advise this 
patient of that fact and suggest 
that a thorough physical examina- 
tion would be in order to find the 
cause of the eczema. You might al.- 
so say that, if it had occurred im- 
mediately after the crack in the lip, 
you would consider it a coinci- 
dence and not a result. Certainly 
as it occurred so long after the im- 
pression taking it could not be con- 
sidered as associated with it or re- 
lated to it—GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Pain in Head 


Q.—About a week ago, | gave a 
mandibular block for the extraction of a 
lower second molar showing extensive 
caries. The patient was a woman in her 
early fifties. I followed my usual meth- 
od, placing the ball of the index finger 
in the coronoid notch, and injecting 
needle from the bicuspid region of op. 
posite side, parallel to occlusal surface 
of teeth and bisecting the palpating 
fingernail. I felt the needle strike the 
sulcus and deposited the solution slow- 
ly. I used about 1% c.c. of solution. 

Injection was uneventful, but abow 
four minutes after injection, patient 
gave a sudden exclamation of pain. 
The pain was at the base of skull and 
quickly became intense, to the point of 
being unbearable. 

The pain then began gradually to 
shift upward, finally concentrating in 
the area of the forehead. The patient ac- 
tually writhed in agony. There was a 
marked contraction of the pupils of the 
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eyes, almost to pin points, and a slight 
blanching of the face. I gave her two 
capsules, each containing a grain of 
nembutal and 5 grain aspirin, about five 
minutes apart, and applied cold tow- 
els to her forehead. After about half 
an hour, the pain subsided enough so 
I could extract the tooth. I had perfect 
—— and extraction was unevent- 
ul. 

About two hours later, however, the 
pain returned again becoming almost 
unbearable. A quarter grain of mor- 
phine seemed to have little effect. I also 
advised applications of heat to the back 
of the neck, cold to the forehead, and 
absolute quiet. The patient remained in 
bed two days. The pain had abated 
greatly by morning. However, a week 
after, the patient still complains of pain, 
localized at base of skull and on the 
side opposite to the injection, varying 
in intensity. 

I am anxious to know what could have 
caused all this—it is the first time 
anything like this has happened in my 
fourteen years’ practice. I have had 
the patient’s blood pressure and urine 
tested; both are normal. The patient is 
afflicted somewhat with asthma. She 
had been subject to more or less severe 
headaches several years previously, but 
since having her eyes checked and new 
glasses her headaches had almost en- 
tirely disappeared.—C. J. S., Iowa. 





A.—1 have submitted your let- 
ter to two men to get their opin- 
ions. 

The first, an expert anatomist, 
could not work out anything from 
the point of view of anatomy.

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Ascorbic Acid 


Q.—Can daily doses of 
ascorbic acid, in powdee, a . 
liquid form, taken over a long peri 

: & period of 
time, result in any harm to the surfa 
of the teeth such as is caused by h “4 
chloric acid? cad 

_if so what precautions would you ad. 
vise to be taken to protect the teeth?

A.—Your question will have to 
be separated into Ats_ component 
parts in order to give definite ap. 
swers. Ascorbic acid can be given 
in powder form, in capsules, or jn 
tablet form in any amount withoy 
affecting the enamel of teeth, |f 
given in liquid form one woul 
have to know the strength of the 
solution to know if it would affeg 
enamel. 

Ascorbic acid crystals are def: 
nitely and strongly acid. Just what 
effect a strong solution would have 
on enamel we have not been abl 
to learn. Presuming that it would 
have a destructive effect, I know of 
no way to protect the teeth. | have 
spent considerable time and effort 
to protect teeth against the effects 
of dilute hydrochloric acid but to 
no avail. So, I feel certain that 
they cannot be protected against 


the effects of any destructive acid | 


solution.—GEORGE R. WARNER 


Mandibular Injection 


Q.—I always prefer the conductive, 
or nerve block, injection, for extractions 
or cavity preparations. I have been using 
that method for many years now, with 
complete success and satisfaction.

and no evidence anywhere; not even in 
the area where the solution was de- 

sited. I, thereupon, proceeded to in- 
ject locally. The effect was immediate, 
and the tooth was extracted. When the 
patient left the office, the usual signs of 
the mandibular injection had made no 


appearance. 
As I had never had such an experi- 
ence before I am at a loss to ascribe a 
reason for this phenomenon. Can you 
explain it?—C. G., New York. 
A.—Undoubtedly your needle 
was inserted too low in this par- 
ticular instance. We find that if 
the solution is injected above or 
directly over the foramen, satisfac- 
tory anesthesia results but not so 
if the fluid is deposited below the 
foramen.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Tinnitus 


Q.—In your experience have you 
encountered a denture patient or pa- 
tients complaining of tinnitus, which 
you thought might be caused by pres- 
sure upon any structure of the mouth? 
I do not mean the cases where an 
overclosed bite, or reduced vertical 
dimension, was the cause—just pres- 
sure or overextension of some part of 
the denture. 

My patient does not complain of any 
sore spots, nor do the dentures dislodge 
from muscular action. In fact until re- 
cently, when he heard of a case of 
tinnitus, which I imagine was caused 
by reduced vertical dimension, he was 
very well satisfied. 

Now I think he is trying to get some 
authoritative information as to whether 
or not the teeth could cause the trouble. 
Your opinion will be greatly appre- 
ciated by both my patient and myself. 
—D. H. P., Wyoming. 


A.—From your description of 





this denture case, I do not believe 
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that this man’s dentures are in 
casual relation to his tinnitus, if 
you are sure that his bite is opened 
as much as was normal for him 
with his natural teeth and that 
they are not set to an excess open- 
ing. We have relieved these ear 
noise symptoms in many instances 
by opening the bite somewhat. 
You can test for a greater open- 
ing using a temporary rebasing 
with black modeling compound to 
be worn for a few days to a couple 
of weeks to determine whether re- 
lief from the annoying symptoms 
is provided.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Canker Sores 


Q.—A long time ago I found a pre- 
scription in your column for cauteriz- 
ing small ulcerating surfaces on the 
membrane of the mouth. 

I have lost this preparation, also the 
prescription.—B., F. S., Maryland. 

A.—We have used for many 
years a saturated solution of tri- 
chloracetic acid for topical appli- 
cation to these sores. The pain and 
discomfort disappear like magic 
under this treatment. In some cases 
a second and third application has 
to be made. It is essential that the 
area be dry so that the escharotic 
action of the medicament will be 
confined to the ulcerated spot. 

Generally speaking, canker sores 
are a manifestation of an allergy 
to some particular food. So, in case 
of multiple or recurring canker 
sores, food allergy tests should be 
made to determine the cause of 
the sores —GEORGE R. WARNER.
